RESIDENTS' COMPLAINTS HALT 

CONTESTS ON PUBLIC SCHOOL 

GROUNDS. 

The Bryn Mawr Main Line League 
ball team has been forbidden the use 
of the school ball field hy the Lower 
Morion School Board. 

This action was taken following com- 
plaints of residents living near the field 
that the games were accompanied hy 
profanity and vulgar language. An- 
other factor which entered into the op- 
position of the residents was the fact 
that the team had caused to be cut 
down a large cherry tree which inter- 
fered with the outfield players. 

The matter has brought forth con- 
siderable comment from the people of 
Bryn Mawr. Those living near the field 
complain of rowdyism and noise, while 
many local fans claim that the games 
have been conducted in a perfectly re- 
spectable manner. 

The ,-icti f the School Board in 

Bryn Mawr recalls the similaT situation 
in Xarberth a month ago, when, be- 
cause of complaints of some of the 
residents on Sabine avenue, the Xar- 
beeth ball team was barred from the 
field by the School Board and com- 
pelled to find new grounds. 

The Bryn Mawr Business Men 's As- 
sociation has taken a stand against the 
closing of the school field to the team, 
ami are joined by other residents who 
claim that the school property is for 
the use of the en'tire community. 

We have not as yet learned what the 
Bryn Mawr team expects to do for the 
rest of thi' season. Xarberth, fortunate- 
ly, was able to secure grounds, but 
these are only temporary. The whole 
baseball Held siit nation only serves to 
emphasize the need for the speedy ac- 
quisition and development of a proper 
playground, which will be a center for 
all athletic activities in the borough.

Smedley, of Xarberth, have promised 
ti> complete the additions by Decem- 
ber 1st. 

An architect's drawing of the en- 
larged church and the parish house was 
reproduced in Our Town in April last. 
The pew seating capacity of the pres- 
ent church is 1.1ft and the enlarged 



church will seat 2fil in its pews and 
choir. The new chancel with its choir 
-tails will do much towards adding dig- 
nity and impressiveness to the service. 

The plans for the parish house pro- 
\ ide for an assembly room, 20 by 48 
feet, ami a rector's room on the main 
flour i at the same level as the church) 
ami a choir robing room, kitchen, stor- 
age ami toilet rooms on the ground 
floor. 

This enlargement, following the re- 
ccnit additions to the Narberth Presby- 
terian church, is another result of the 
-teadily increasing congregations at 
all the churches of Xarberth, and will 
do a great deal in widening the scope 
of our local church activities.

OUR COUNTY TAXES 

This is the first year thai the County 
Treasurer has not posted nuticcs in the 
Borough fixing a o>te on which county 
tuxes could be paid in Narberth. 

Thanks to the legislature which we 
elect to net for us in such matters they 
see fit to impose a burden and a nui- 
sance on tax payers in boroughs by 
making the county tax u separate col- 
lection from 'borough taxes, while in. 
townships the taxe« are all collected at 
one source, the Township Treasurer's 
office. 

No notices are sent and new property 
owners in boroughs are supposed to 
know by some manner of menus that 
county taxes are due and where and 
when. There have been a great many 
cases of properties being levied on for 
delinquent taxes when the owner haH 
•been entirely ignorant of such taxes 
being due, generally under the impres- 
sion that his or her borough tax bill 
covered everything — which it should. 
The officers of the Narberth Civic As- 
sociation have for several yearB noti- 
lied property owners of this tux through 
Our Town. We trust that every prop- 
erty owner is n subscriber and reader 
of Our Town nnd will .promptly write 
for his county tax bill to the address 
given in the notice of page 1 of this 
issue.

The Aft also limits the borrowing capa- 
city of the borough to n small per- 
centage of the amount of tuxes in pro- 
cess of- collection and this limit is 
easily reached early in the year. 

The •borough tax is arrived at first 
and then we wait until the school tax 
is arrived at so that they can both 
be collected together. This makes it 
about June before bills can be sent 
out. 

If u'c all paid our borough anil school 
taxes ,is soon as the bills were received 
«e would. relie\e lour ciiuncilinen n 
lot and helip to solve the problem of 
operating a borough without money. 

Let ns take advantage of the sub- 
stantial discount for early payment and 
get rid of that bill that cannot be 
evaded. Our local taxes are fair and 
reasonable and have been kepi low only 
by hard work and good management on 
the purl of our very able and efficient 
Borough Council.

The writer 1ms been interested in the 
/ 1- •ussioii liiiA running on the use or 
uselessness of the English sparrow. 

Although one always admires <the 
person who sticks up for a persecuted 
creature, yet I cannot see the logic of 
Mr. Stedem 's reasons for saying that 
the attacks on the English sparrow tire 
najustilied. 

He cites an example of a scrap be- 
tween purple martins and hluo birds as 
a justification of the sparrow's endless 
persecution of the birds which other- 
wise would nest near our homes. 
Finally, he says he will match any 
story of the misdoings of the sparrow 
with "one of equal interest in which 
the offender was anything from an 
owl to a bull finch or Baltimore ori- 
ole." Not a difficult task when we 
consider that there are over a hundred 
species of birds in this section on which 
to draw for incidents to match the 
crimes of one species, the English spar- 
row. 

The point is not to determine wheth- 
er the bad points of a hundred species 
mutch those of the sparrow, but wheth- 
er any other bird enn approach this 
foreigner as a menace to our beautiful 
native species. The fact that a hun- 
dred men commit a murder or two 
apiece docs not justify the existence of 
another man who commits a hundred 
himself. 

For every bird lover who cares for 
the English sparrow there are a hun- 
dred who do not, and the writer hum- 
bly suggests that the sparrow enthusi- 
ast build himself a sparrow farm back 
in the country, where he can listen to 
their pleasing melody all day long, un- 
disturbed by the disagreeable sounds 
of the wood thrush, vireo or oriole.

Park roads and. lawn and the lawn or 
park area between the roads be used 
as a public park. Borough Council 
however hus advised that the prof ft . 
of dedication will be rejected until the 
roitdx are rebuilt at a probable cost of 
several thousand dollars which expense 
of course would be borne by the lot 
owners. 

Residents in the Park have organized 
the Xarbrook Park Improvement Asso- 
ciation and from present plans the 
I'ark vvill be maintained as private 
property. Signs are being made for 
the entrances indicating that the roads 
are private and that heavy hauling 
will not be permitted. 

Some members feel that "no Ires- 
passing'' signs should he placed on the 
lawn or park area; this is quite within 
the rights of the owners, but as the 
green has been used as a playground 
for small children for some time it is 
not the purpose of the owners to pre- 
vent this as long as the children con- 
duct themselcvs quietly and orderly and 
do not become a nuisance. 

This beautiful development which has 
added much to the beauty of the bor- 
ough, and has also added much in 
revenue to the borough taxpayers tit 
very little expense, should be appre- 
ciated for the beauty spot that it is 
and, its privileges should not be abused.

RABIES NOW CHECKED; MANY 
DOCS LICENSED 



Danger Past in Delaware, Chester and 
Montgomery, State Believes. 

Ilurrisburg, 1'eunu. — With the an- 
nouncement that the outbreak of rab- 
ies in Delaware county and portions of 
Chester and Montgomery counties 
was believed to he under control, the 
Slate Agricultural Department also an- 
nounced today that the number of li- 
censed dogs in Delaware county had 
increased over 100 per cent, since the 
department 's drive to check rabies be- 
gan. 

In 1!>20 there .were 5,377 dogs li- 
censed in Delaware county, but the 
number of licensed canines now in 
Delaware county was fixed today by 
H. E. Clueh, chief clork in the depart- 
ment, at more than 10,000. Five hun- 
dred prosecutions brought by agents 
of the department against owners who 
had failed to take our licenses is be- 
lieved responsible for the rush of per- 
sons to comply with the provisions of 
the dog law of 1917. Fred Rasmus- 
sen, State Secretary of Agriculture, 
said: that if. presen.t conditions con- 
tinue, : the: quarantine, which expiTe*d 
August 1, will. not be renewed.

While advancing through a smoke 
screen under orders, with a hand gren- 
ade to be thrown at an imaginary en- 
emy, the pin in the hand grenade be- 
came loosened and the hand grenade 
exploded, causing injury that resulted 
in the amputation of both hands and 
Iosb of sight of both eyes. He was 
awarded $200 a month, and on his 
$10,000 insurance the monthly pay- 
ments of $57.50. An attendant was 
furnished him and he was fitted with 
artificial hands. Before entering the 
service he had been a registered phar- 
macist. He was given vocational train- 
ing and recently has notified the Fed- 
eral Board that he had, with his brother 
ucting as associate and personal at- 
tendant, completed the formula for a 
proprietary medicine. 

I'earl I'erry (C-L'H.-),! 10;, Private, 
Field Artillery. The premature explo- 
sion of a haml grenade at Verdun, Oc- 
tober 3, 1918, entirely destroyed both 
hands, right eye destroyed, and hearing 
impaired, and he was under hospital 
treatment from date of injury until 
August 2, 1919, when he was discharg- 
ed. Besides his double permanent-total 
award of $-00, compensation from the 
date of discharge, there was also made 
to him the insurance award of $57.50 
a month retroactive to the date of his 
injury. He was a truck driver before 
joining the army and a recent report 
from a hospital where he hnd received 
treatment for a minor accident eon- 
tains the information, "he wears arti- 
licial arms and drives his auto." 

Charles .Joseph Brouner (C-358,766), 
seaman, 1st class, 1 ! . S. N. Bronner 
received his injuries in Italy, August 
10, 101!>. while on a recreation party 
.ith some sixty other sailors from his 
ship, the l". S. S. .1. Fred Talbot. 
While going through the trenches near 
the battlefield Monfalcone, Istri'a, look- 
ing for souvenirs, a hand grenade or 
some similar explosive was discharged 
ami blew off both hands and blew out 
both eyes. TJiese injuries were judged 
as received "not in line of duty, but 
not the result of his own misconduct," 
and he was awarded $220 compensation 
and attendant allowance, and on the 
-.000 insurance which he had applied 
tor and had been granted he is icceiv- 
ing a monthly payment of $11.50. Im- 
mediately upon discharge from the 
Navy. Bronner applied for vocational 
training and was given a course at the 
Ked Cross Institute for the Blind, at 
Baltimore, Jlaryland, the Federal 
Board paying him $80.00 a month and 
c Bureau of War Bisk Insurance con- 
tinuing to pay $140 during the course. 
Brouner has successfully adjusted him- 
self to his apparent unsurmountable 
handicap by the use of artificial arms 
terminating in complicated attachments 
with which he can carry heavy articles, 
serve himself, and hold a cane for his 
guidance about the school.

Mrs. Harold W. How, of Bryn Mawr, 
Chairman of State Health Committee 
of Lower Morion and Narberth, re- 
turned recently from a conference of 
the Ked Cross ('enter Personnel of the 
Atlantic Division, at Hotel Pennsyl- 
vania, .New York. 

"We are privileged to live in a new- 
era. " said Howard .1. Hogers, Manager

day when a common knowledge of the 
ordinary principle of health itnd sanita- 
tion is the coiuiiiiiii possession of the 
entire people. 

' -One out of ten of all death- of 
women between the ages of 15 and 4."i 
vears is the cost of maternity. Ade- 
quate instruction and care of prospec- 
tive mothers will reduce this price by 
halt. It is a terrible thing that the 
very coin itiuetice of the race should 
entail such needless sacrifice. The Ked 
Crass Health Centers, through their 
prenatal conferences and classes are 
doing much to prevent this loss. 

" In the less than two years since the 
first Bed Cross Health Center was 
established, the lied Cross 'Chapters 
ami Branches of the Allnutic. Division 
alone have established and How con- 
duct seventy-two each under trained 
direct ion. 

"I look forward with confidence to 
the time when many more will resume 
this service and Ked Cross Health Cen- 
ters become as common as school houses 
are today and be recognized as just as 
essential a part of the training and 
development of a great people."

BIG FLIGHT OF WILD GEESE 
NOTED IN SOUTH DAKOTA 



Reports to the Bureau of Biological 
Survey, t'nited States Department of 
Agriculture, from many piirts of the 
country indicate that the unlawful kill- 
ing of migratory waterfowl during the 
spring flight was greatly reduced this 
year, as compared with the heavy 
slaughter during the spring flights in 
former years. It has been found that 
u large majority of people are impressed 
with the fact that the (foverninent 's 
work for bird protection is not only 
a wise conservation measure but is 
necessary to perjM'tuate hunting as a 
sport. The Federal, law protecting 
migratory birds is thus being better 
observed and birds are not being mol- 
ested so much in spring as formerly, 
with the result that they are now breed- 
ing in many places from which they 
were formerly driven because of con- 
stant disturbance from spring shooters. 
A message from one of the wardens 
2— Our Town 1'IDH 

regarding the spring flight of geese 
in South Dakota shows the excellent 
results being secured under the migra- 
tory bird treaty act regulations. 
"Never, even in the memory of the 
'old timers,' has eastern South Dakota 
seen a spring flight of wild geese such 
as has taken place this year. They 
have flocked into lnkoe and fields in 
countless thousands. "

TIMELY DAHLIA TH>S 



About August 15th, the experts say, 
is the time to fertilize dahlias. You 
ciiii chooBo between sheep manure, cow 
manure or potato fertilizer or liquid 
sheep or cow manure. ' 

Dig a circular trench, in a .fifteon- 
, inch circle around the main stalk not 
more than two inches deep, sprinkle in 
the trench about four ounces of fertile 
izcr.'n.mV. cover lightly with soil. If 
liquid manure is Used it will not bo 



necessary to cover over, as the rain 'or 
watering will wash the fertilizer down 
to the roots. Repeat this treatment 
every three or four days or about twice 
a week until September 15th, and the 
size, quality and number of flowers will 
more .than repay you for the effort _ 

Disbud! Why have three small flow- 
ers with short stems which are use- 
less for cutting, when you can have 
one flue largo flower 'with a long strong 
steni by simply pinching Out or breaking 
off the two side buds! 



The Bird Column 



PROTECTION OF USEFUL BIRDS 



The recent scries of articles by " C. 
D. It." on the Economic Value 1 of Birds 
has aroused considerable interest and 
comment among Narberth bird lovers. 

.Many who have always realized the 
part played by birds in making spring 
and summer enjoyable have never re- 
cognized the incalculable value of the 
insect-eating songsters to our country's 
crops. 

To a lesser degree, the presence of 
these birds in our own yards will do 
much to reduce the damage to trees and 
shrubbery by worms and insects. Sev- 
eral families of insectivorous birds in 
a garden will do much more than any 
spray can accomplish. 

The question naturally arises, — what 
can the individual do to attract useful 
birds to his property, and to protect 
them when once established? In u 
later series of articles, it is planned to 
take up the matter of winter feeding 
ami the supplying of houses in the 
spring. At present, however, the res- 
ponsibility of the individual lies in 
keeping down the enemies, natural and 
otherwise, of our useful birds. 

The three worst, enemies, so re- 
garded by practically every authority 
are — man, the cat, and obnoxious birds, 
(such as the English sparrow.) We 
can't exterminate the first, but cats 
are found, homeless and otherwise in 
great quantities. These excess cats 
must be removed before the young birds 
can be reared in any safety, and no 
one can hope to keep a cat and have 
birds near his home. 

The case of the English sparrow has 
been very thoroughly presented by the 
former writer in this column. Methods 
of extermination will be given next 
week, and again in the early spring. 

By continued interest and concerted 
action, next year should find Narberth 
on a par with liundrds of other towns 
in the matter of bird attraction and 
protection.
